Rosen teaches grouping fund transfer transactions (column 26) and Clark teaches bulk files containing a plurality of funds transfer 
transactions (Figures 15-17; column 19; column 24). DeCovny teaches using the internet for large batch or bulk files (page 29-31). The 
combination of mentioned prior art would be obvious in conducting financial transactions involving multiple currencies, providing a way to 
group by currency for efficiency in conducting the transaction. 
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
